AN ACT to provide for the general levy for state purpases for the %ear 1898 and subee-
qusnt years, and to repsal sectioa thirteen hundred and eighty (1380) of the code.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Towa:

SecrioN 1. State levy. The executive council shall, in the year 1898,
fix the rate per centum to be levied upon the valuation of the taxable prop-
erty of the state necessary to yield for general state purpoises approxi-
mately the sum of sixteen hundred thousand dollars ($1,600,000) and in the
year 1899 shall fix the rate necessary to yield approximately fifteen hundred
thousand dollars ($1,500,000).

SEc. 2. Same. Ia the year 19)0 and each subsequent year the executive
council shall fix the ra‘e par centum to b levied upon tha valuation of the
taxable property of the stite necassary to raise such amount for general
state purposes as shall be designated by the general assembly, either by
statute or joint resolution.

SEc. 8. Council to certify to county auditor. The executive council
shall certify the rats 85 fixed to the auditor of each county.

SEC. 4 Repealed. Section thirteen hundrei and eighty (138J) of the
code is hereby repealed.

SEcTION 1. Rate of interest. Taat section fourteen hundrei and fitty-
saven (1457) of the code of Iowa be and the same is hereby ameadad as fol-
lows: By adding after the word ‘‘resolution” in the sixth line of said
section the following words: ‘‘Aud the county miy receive such rate of
interest on the money so degosued as may be agreed upoin by the treasurer,
board of supervisors, and the bank.”
